STEAM NAVIGATION IN CHINA, 
‘TueRE is no necessity for us to show 
the immense good which au extension 
of atenm navigation on the Yangteze 
and its introduction on the Pearl River 
would be to China. Foreigners auder- 
stand that, aud 80 do enlightened offi- 
cials and a great many intelligent 
Chivese. Tho opening of the Upper 
Yangteze to steamers is provided for 
by the Chefoo Couvention, and although 
difficulties were thrown in the way of the 
companies who were prepared Inst year 
to uudertake a survey of that part of 
the great river, we hope theso will soon 
be overcome. Ciroumstances were 
somewhat uufavourable at the time ; 
the riot at Chungking lad occurred, and 
somo of the districts and places between 
Tohang aud that city were in a dis- 
turbed condition, Wo can very well 
understand that the local officials were 
extremely averse to anything being 
done which might excite the animosity 
of considerable classes, already not too 
well disposed tothe governing posers, as 
the preparation for the introduction of 
now modes of transit. would very likely 
Lave doue.

then, is credited with being an able ad- 
ministrator, and .he will doubtless soon 
rescue affuirs from whatever disorder 
they fell into after the death of his 
distingaished predecessor.

There dves not ap- 
efore, Lo the official mind any 
course open except to prevent ail 
steam traffic on the rivers ou which there 
are no ports open by ‘I'ceaty. We ning 
almost say that it is this dread of their 
being, probably at an early date, pressed 
to allow the Foreign flags to follow the 
Chinese in the Pearl River, which has 
prevented Chineso steamers being per- 
mitted to ran there, There are other 
waters in Chiua where steam transit 
might be advantageously and profitably 
introduced by native capitalists. ‘I'he 
Poyang and Tungting lakes, for ine 
stance, carry a great traffic in pas- 
songers and goods, aud more rapid 
means of commuuication on them would 
be an immense benefit not only to the 
Chinese in the neighbouring aud other 
districts, but to foreign commerce. The

of the anti-Buglish New York papers 
to suit a certain class of American 
renders, bot it shows that it was 
not thought in London that Lord 
Randolph Charchill cousidered that 
his resignation was on a poiut of policy 
whioh rendered his acting with his 
former colleagues impossible, From 
other telegrams we gather that 
Lord Hartington and some of his 
friends were uot indisposed to form a 
coalition goverument, and that the real 
obstacle to their doing 80 was the op- 
position of the antiquated ‘Tories of the 
Carlton Club.
